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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDEN OF SCHOOLS. 


To The School Board Of Auburn, N. H.:— 


Herewith I submit my first annual report and 
the first in the series of reports of the district super- 
intendent. 

When in September I entered upon the duties of 
the Superintendent of Schools of the union of which 
your district is a part, it was not without full realiza- 
tion of the amount of work involved and a fair esti- 
mate of the gravity of the situation in which our 
schools are placed at the present time. 

Every one of the citizens of Auburn should feel 
a great deal of pride because his state has been the 
first American commonwealth to place on its statute 
books such a declaration of its educational policy as 
the Act of 1919. This declaration imposes upon the 
local school administrators as well as those of the 
state the gravest responsibilities. The State of New 
‘Hampshire and the local school district are partners 
Hampshire and the local school districts are partners 
in a mighty business undertaking for “The public 
schools must be administered as a business proposi- 
tion’’. 

School boards now must provide “standard ele- 
inentary schools for at least thirty-six weeks in each 
year at such places in the district as will serve the in- 
terests of education and give to all pupils within the 
district as nearly equal advantages as are practicable’”’. 
“A standard school as that term is used is one (1) 
maintained for at least thirty-six weeks in each year 
(2) in a suitable and sanitary building, (3) equipped 
“with approved furniture, books, maps and other nec- 
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essary appliances, (4) taught by an approved teacher, 
(5) directed and supervised by an approved superin- | 
tendent, (6) with suitable provision for the care of the 
“health and physical welfare of all pupils”. 

The school children must learn as far as possible 
the privileges, duties and the responsibilities of their’ 
future citizenship. We must have teachers who are. 
competent for such instruction and fired with zeal and. 
devetion to so high a calling. 

With the aid and backing of the State Board, the 
local school board and the local superintendent must, 
carry out these provisions. The final paragraph of the 
Committee on Education to the House of Representa- 
tives February 1919, may be of interest: this bill builds 
for us bulwarks behind which we may face with rea- 
sonable confidence the menace of the future. That 
this menace is real, no thoughtful man will deny. Half 
of the world, crazed by the horrors of war is turning te 
anarchy. The contagion of the world-madness is 
already felt in our land. If we in New Hampshire 
escape its destructive effects, it will be through the 
coramon-sense and education of the everyday citizen. 
It is our duty to make sure that the men and women of 
tomorrow are equal to the strain that tomorrow will 
bring. The children must be trained to know good 
from evil, truth from falsehood. They cannot uni- 
versally receive this training without the help.of the 
state. If we set any value on our free institutions or on 
a government of law and order, we must accept the 
responsibility which this bill imposes”. , 

We have accepted the responsibility. It is our 
duty in Auburn as in every town of the state to join in 
this great undertaking of making our schools efficient 
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and by so doing of building up a democracy which no: 
assault of autocracy or anarchy can destroy. The 
School Board and the Superintendent will need your 
full support and your loyal and intelligent co-opera- 
tion in order to secure the results intended by the 
framers of this bill. 

Among the many importatnt ee taken by the- 
State Board of Education in its efforts to execute the: 
law, the following may be mentioned as bearing on our: 
local situation: | Beas 

1. Adopted regulations on the temporary ap-. 
proval of school houses. (These regulations will, be 
posted in a prominent place in town for the benefit 
of interested citizens.) 

2. Adopted regulations on the powers and 
duties of school boards. bee ab 

3. Adopted regulations on the pow ers. and. 
duties of superintendents. ._ 

4. Adopted regulations for the approval, of 
superintendents and teachers. 

5. . Adopted regulations of school erautieae ae 
instruction. (‘,The 1916 revision of the Program .of 
Studies for the Elementary Schools of New Hampshire. 
and. _the .1919 revision of the Program. 
of Studies for the Secondary schools of New Hamp-. 
Shire, as prepared and published by the Department of 
Public Instruction under resolutions of the General 
Court are accepted and approved for the use of the 
‘public schools. A standard school shall be equipped 
with books and school supplies and apparatus suf- 
ficient for the proper performance of the work outlined 
in these programs”. ) 

6. Adopted regulations on health and physi- 
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cal welfare for the year 1919-1920. (A copy of these 
7. Adopted pernintions. on the required sub- 
jects and minimum standards for elementary grades. 
These regulations are set only for grades one to three 
and are to be met at the end of the year 1919-1920 by 
all schools. 99 
. 8. Compiled with aid of school boards an in- 
-yentory y of ali school houses and property in use during 
the current school year. 
9. Adopted the state tax commissioner’s form 
of accounting as the uniform standard. 

10. Requested the school boards to obtain pro- 
per books and forms so as to secure uniform account- 
ing throughout the state. 

11. Required the preparation by schools boar ds 
_ with advice of superintendents of a budget of the nec- 
essary expenditures of the district for the year ending 
Aug. 31, 1920. (Hereafter a similar budget will be pre- 
pared each year before September isi. for the State 
Board's S approval. ) 

12, Has had made with the aid of school boards, 
superintendents, and teachers a careful survey of the 
physical condition of all rural and village schools. This 
suryey was submitted in duplicate by the superinten- 
dent after he had made proper recommendations and 
had secured the inspection of the school board. 

The School Board and the Superintendent haye 
heen endeavoring to administer the schools so as to 
accord with all provisions of law, to receive the ap- 
proyal state authorities and as fast as possible to 
build up a school system that may render as great 
service as possible to the community. 
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School books supplies and apparatus have been 
selected and purchased by the superintendent (with the 
approyal of the School Board with the view of meeting 
the requirements of the elementary program of studies. 
The superintendent has outlined for each teacher a 
weekly schedule of recitations so that as much of the 
State Program can be performed as the teaching abili- 
_ ty, the class-room facilities and equipinent wll auow. 
. By next September the full work of the first six grades 
in all prescribed studies should be in operation. The 
teachers have had instructions given them concerning 
the methods they shall employ in conducting school 
work and the the time allotment to the several studies 
has been carefully arranged so that the essentials may 
not be overlooked or slighted. Hlimination of wasted 
time and duplicated effort has been secured in several 
instances. _Through the spring standardized tests in 
the fundamental branches will be made and a sys- 
tematic arrangement for constantly testing out results 
and investigation and remedying defects will be in- 
stituted. 

Soap, washbasins and paper toweling have been 
supplied and in many cases pupils have their individ- 
ual towels and soap. A teakettle has been placed in 
each room; this is kept on the stove to supply moisture 
for the school atmosphere and warm water for washing 
and preparation of noon Iunches. Double boilers and 
kettles have been obtained for cooking the noon meals. 

[nside and outside locks, disinfectant, toilet paper 
are being gradually supplied for the toilets. The 
vaults haye been repaired, fly protection, double seats 
and yentilation provided. It is expected that the toilets 
will be painted later and other necessary steps taken 
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to meet in full the demands of sanitation and comfort 
of school pupils. 


New flags have been purchased to replace those: 
no longer serviceable. Appropriate patriotic exercises: 
and the flag salute are parts of the daily routine. To 


inculeate the love of country and to foster intelligent 


patriotism the study of how the town, state and natiow 


are ruled is required. 


At Number One in order to make the lighting more 


correct the seating were reversed, small repairs made 
and painting done. ; 
The district anticipated the one important re- 


quirement of the new law by securing the services of a 


school physician and by arrangement with the Red 
Cross those of a qualified nurse also. Physical exam- 
inations have been made and remedial treatment se- 
cured for several cases. The physician’ Ss report is On 
another page. The value and importance of this work 


can scarcely be overestimated. . Physical eXe€rcises and | 


remedial drills are included in the daily program at 
recesses and at noon intermissions the plays and games 
and the lunch periods are under the careful super- 
vision of the teachers. If the parents at home will aid 
us in following up discovered defects and securing 
proper treatment, great improvement in health as well 
as in scholarship may often be obtained. In two rooms 
the school luncheon has become a pleasant, and, instruc- 
tive feature of the day’s work. At. the noon Juncheon 
not only does the warm dinner eaten by children 
grouped as in a family with proper insistence on good 
manners, clean faces and hands, the use of the fork 


instead of the fingers under the eye of a watchful 


teacher mean much for the physical welfare but also 


——————— 
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affords a Pret opportunity to teach etiquette and good 
table manners effectively and to give instruction in the 
selection and preparation of meals. Such work done 
by the pupils is highly educative, parents and friends 
have already been very generous in supplying utensils. 
Each room should do something to obtain equipment 
to make cooking an efficient part of day’s instruction 

One of the greatest obstacles to the best develop- 
ment of the schools is the very great difficulty in se- 
curing and retaining teachers of strong calibre and 
high character. Auburn has lost several teachers this. 
year. As there were no competent successors avail- 
able it was found necessary to close three schools and 
transport their pupils to other schools. Apparently 
this has been done without undue amount of sacrifice 
or inconvenience. At the present time the scarcity of 
teachers is very great, and the prospect for the next 
two years at least is not very encouraging. As the 
teacher is the most important factor in the school sys- 
tem, it will require the best thought and the wisest 
action on the part of the school.authorities to keep 
the schools in session and effective in results. Parent- 
al forebearance and the generous consideration of citi- 
zens will:-be needed as never before. 

Several infractions of school attendance ee and 
the conditions affecting the welfare of pupils have been 
investigated and in many cases satisfactory adjustment 
has been made. The law imposes full responsibility 
upon the parent and a penalty is exacted for non-com- 
pliance. Tardiness is seldom excusible. In character 
building promptness occupies a high position. The 
habit of punctuality can be gained early in life and is 
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sure to become an asset of great value as the years go 
by. 

At the annual school meeting the most important 
question to be settled is that of the physical condition 
of the school buildings. To meet the requirements of 
the State Board and to secure proper accomodation 
for the work that a standard school should do exten- 
sive alterations and additional buiilding will be neces- 
sary. At this time it may be well to consider the whole 
question of school housing and the future policy of the 
district as to the kind of grade organization desired. 

Jit would seem that the present arrangement was 
searcely economical or productive of the best educa- 
tional results. Some form of consolidation is apparent- 
ly the right solution. Several plans have been pro- 
posed. The first would contemplate the building of 
“one central building to which all the children of the 
town would be transported. This would make possible 
excellent educational facilities, one single plant to 
equip and operate. The second suggestion is to estab- 
lish two centres and the third three centres. At pre- 
sent we have a large amount of transportation and the 
remodeling and equipping of the five or six buildings 
would be very expensive and when completed no edu- 
cational gain would have been made. Before the 
school district assembles for its annual meeting some 
careful study will be made and information given in 
some form to the citizens. 

The superintendent wishes to acknowledge here 
the cordial reception given him by all he has met, to 
recognize the ready assistance and friendly co-opera- 
tion of the School Board, to pay tribute to the teachers 
for their never-failing loyalty and their persistent en-
